NEW YORK. (UP). Motorists of 
the United States Thursday ob- 
served the 18th birthday of state 


i gasoline taxes by driving up to the 
corner filling station, calling out, 
"Fill 'er up," and adding more 
pennies to excise levies that have 
amounted to more than $6,000,- 
000,000 since 1919. State gasoline 
tax payments in the United States 
average about $2,000,000 a day, 
the American petroleum indus- 
tries committee estimated, adding 
a warning that if the trend keeps 
its present pace "motor vehicle 
operation may be made expen- 
sively prohibitive by 1950 " Baird 
H. Markam, director of the com- 
mittee, said the average motorists 
paid $18.60 in gasoline taxes in 
1930 and $31 in 1936, indicating 
that the annual outlay in 1950 
may be around $105.

FLOOD THREATENS FARMS 
Ice Gorges Send Platte Out 


of Its Banks. 


SHELTON. Neb.—An ice gorge 


in the Platte river five mile* south 
of Shelton threatened Thursday to 
inundate hundreds of acres of 
farm lands. The water was pour- 
ing out of the north bank of the 
ri\er and rushing thru old chan- 
nels and low lands 
The ice jam appealed to be en- 


tirely across the n\er at a point 
near the Buffalo-Hall county line. 
The Walter Lacey family moved 
out ol their home near the ri\er 
late Wednesday, and a dozen or 
more farm homes for seveial 
miles east were suriounded by 
water, which was up to some of 
the houses. 
Ice was reported to be goiged 


in the river from the county line 
east to the Platte bridge south of 
Wood River

ining he could rout all opposition 
forever by exploding one big bomb 
all by himself. The effect of the 
explosion has been to teveal to an 
astonished woild the deep divisions 
in his ovn following- It has dis- 
closed 
the 
sharp 
difference 


between the seasoned progressives 
and the old line democrats on the 
one hand and Mr. Roosevelt's per- 
sonal faction on the other. 


With the exception only of sen- 
ator LaFollette, 
the 
recognized 


leaders of American progressivism 
are opposed to his scheme As for 
the old-line democrats,, the posi- 
tion of those who feel compelled 
to support it is pitiable. Senator 
Ashucst has had to take a most 
spectacular beating after 
being 


confronted with his indignant de- 
nial that Mr. Roosevelt intended 
to pack the court. But the position 
of a man like Senator Robinson is 
really worse. Six months ago he 
would have been speechless with 
rage if any one had told him he 
was going to be remembered in 
American history as the man who 
tried to push thru the senate a 
measure to drive six justices, in- 
cluding the chief justice of the 
United States, off 
the 
supreme 
coait bench. And can any one who 
knows Senator Pat Harrison or 
Senator Byrnes or Senator 
Key 
Pittman imagine them paiticipaf- 
mg in this coup, except under the 
direst compulsion of party regu- 
larity' Why, even Gen Johnson 
who was the first to acclaim it as 
masterly, has now seen what it is 
all about, and has been writing 
remmiscently about the dangers 
of being too smart. 


Much the most significant thing 
that has come to light is the deep 
difference between 
normal 
pro- 
gressivism and Mr. Roosevelt's 
emergency progressivism. The ob- 
jects ahe much the same, indeed 
there are only a few items in the 
new deal program that any man 
o fliberal temper and progressive 
purposes does not approve There 
is no quarrel, and never has been 
any, among liberals and progres- 
sives about the essential principles 
and professed 
purposes 
of 
the 
monetary and banking policy, the 
agricultural 
program 
for 
the 


emergency, the conservation pro- 
gram, the attack o nfarm tenancy, 
the slum clearance, collective bar- 
gaining, pump 
priming, 
public 


work rather than the cash dole, 
social security, the regulation of 
the capital market, the regulation 
of public utilities, the experiment 
of TVA, or even on the application 
of NRA principles to demoralized 
Industries like coal mining. There 
have been differences about ways 
and means, about the size of the 
expenditures, about the quality of 
the administrative acts, about the 
temper an dspirit when it has been 
reckless and terroristic. 
But ex- 


cept for the NRA in its wholesale 
application, which has seemed to 
genuine liberals a most reaction- 
ary move toward monopoly, the 
new deal objectives and program 
have had liberal and progressive 
support 


But the real difference which 
haa separated some liberals from 
Mr. Roosevelt earlier, ana most of 
them now, is that Mr. Roosevelt 
has gradually ceased to think of 
himself as a servant of the demo- 
cracy and has begun to think of 
himself as a man designated to 
impose and provide the desirable 
reforms Mr Arthur Krock of "The 
New York Times" 
reports, 
no 


doubt accurately, that the presi- 
dent is telling his dismayed fol- 
lowers that the charges about re- 
pudiating the platform and acting 
in bad faith will not impress the 
people because they put such trust 


in htm personally. But 
that is 


what all the undemocratic leadeis 
believe, they aie all convinced that 
the people will follow them, and 
that the rules ot democtacy have' 
been suspended for their benefit 


But true progressives do not be- 


lieve that, and that is the reason 
why men who upheld the piogtes- 
sive cause when Franklin Roose- 
velt was still making u pto Tam- 
many Hall in New Yoik politics 
aie opposing him now Theyieios- 
mze in this scheme to captuie the 
supieme couit the unmistakable 
marks of that 
peisonal govern- 


ment which Is wholly incompatible 
with democracy. 


Such lesistance as ne has en- 


countered appears only when a 
people is deeply moved. There is 
no use trying to laugh it off as if 
it were a 
manufactured opposi- 
tion like that which was organ- 
ized against the utilities bill. This 
is the real thing, and there h-is i 
been nothing like it in America 
since President Wilson sought to 
make the American people under- 
write the Versailles treaty. The 
outcry which has gone up comes 
from a profound and instinctive 
revulsion against so brutal a break 
with the whole American political 
tiaditioii In 1920 the people would 
not give up what they believed w as 
their historic security, and m 1937 
they will no less certainly refuse 
to give up the security which thev 
obtain fro man independent judi"- 
ciary. On that their conviction will 
become adamant, however much 
they may deplore certain decisions 
of the court. 


It is vain for any politician to 


Imagine that he can prevail against 
a popular conviction of this sort. 
Mr. Roosevelt is a popular 'man 
and a skillful leader. But in 1918 
Woodrow Wilson was more popu- 
lar than any human being- has ever 
been while he walked the earth. 
Yet when he challenged the in- 
stinctive conviction of the Ameu- 
can people he was 
broken and 


vvitm ntwo years his party was In 
ruins and his cause repudiated 


If Mr Roosevelt really under- 
stands the American people, this 
is the critical moment in his ca- 
reer to make use of his knowledge 
His job is to retreat as gracefully 
as he can, for the sooner he gets 
out of the hole he has digged for 
himself the better for him and his 
party and his cause

COURT CONTROVERSY 


SIDETRACKS PROGRAM 


Congressional Session Thru 


Bummer May Follow Pro- 


longed Dispute. 


•Y OAVIO LAWRENCE. 


W ASHINGTON. (Copy right). 
OutMde of the national capital, the 
controv«r*y m»t ha» arisen here 
over the •upreme court may seem 
to be juat another one of those 
Washington war» of words, but 
here it ha* become all-pervasive as 
an Influence upon the whole legis- 
lative and political situation. 
Virtually no progress ia being 
made toward the solution of the 
larger problem* of the present day 
bacaua*, in one way or another 
to* miprcme court issue touches 
•very single one of them. 


Thu», the president's splendid 
plan looking toward a reorganiza- 
tion of the executive agencies ot 
the federal government haa been 
dealt a body blow by the furore 
that ha* arisen over reorganizing 
the judiciary. Likewise, no legis- 
lation to clarify the Wagner labor 
relation* law so aa to make it fair 
and effective 1* being brought for- 
ward because of a 
belief 
that, 


when the supreme court decides 
the pending case*, the whole labor 
problem will become wrapped up 
in the controversy over the size of 
th« court. 


Even the proposal* for the re- 
capture of the worthwhile things 
in the NRA, such as the establish- 
ment of better hours and work- 
ing condition* under a system ot 
voluntary co-operation in exchange 
for certain governmental privil- 
ege* for the code groups or trade 
associations, seem to have been 
sidetracked. 


But worst of all, the bitterness 
being engendered by the dispute la 
making inroads into 
every-day 
work of the legislative branch of 
the government, and 
the move- 


ment of Important bills toward 
final enactment is being retarded 
to *uch an extent that a congres- 
sional session thru some of the 
summer month* is regarded now 
a* inevitable. 


It la too early to *ay what the 
political consequences of the con- 
troversy will be, but, with a con- 
gressional 
campaign 
only 
18 


months away, it is natural that 
member* of both houses should 
be wondering 
what 
effect 
the 
votes they caat on the supreme 
court may have on their political 
future. 


A Flrrt Rate Issue. 
Politically, there i* ammunition 
for a first rate issue in the pres- 
ent dispute. The republicans have 
been cautiously avoiding any ap- 
pearance of aggressive 
fighting, 
believing that it is better for the 
democrat* who disagree with the 
administration to appear in the 
front line trenche*. But it is not to 
be forgotten that, once a number 
of 
member* 
of 
congress 
find 
themselves breaking 
from 
the 


white house on one issue, they are 
not *o timid about it the second 
time, especially if they see a favor- 
able public opinion heading their 
way. 


Few observer* here believe Mr. 
Roosevelt will 
carry 
his 
fight 
against the supreme court to the 
point of 
breaking up his own 
party. Yet mich a result is easily 
possible if the president does not 
move away from the fundamental 
question that he has raised—the 
power of the executive to read- 
just the judicial branch of the gov- 
ernment. 


Meanwhile, there Is growing evi- 
dence of a serious economic situa- 
tion. The "sitdown" strikes are 
causing an increase in the inter- 
ruption* of the recovery march. 
The situation cries out for some 
public policy that will meet the 
legitimate demands of organized 
labor without breaking down the 
productive processes of the coun- 
try. Because of Mr. Roosevelt's po- 
litical 
pre-eminence, 
the 
local 
authorities everywhere seem to be I 
looking to him for leadership. The 
Wagner labor relations law was 
supposed to deal with problems of , 
thi* kind. Yet no move is being 
made to amend the law so as to 
bring industrial peace. 


It haa often been said that lib- 
erals are 
precipitate 
and hasty 


when they get into power, and the 
latter usually answer that, because 
they stay in power for such brief 
periods before the reaction comes, 
they must necessarily make haste. 


But there are plenty of sound 
policies which 
might have ad- 


vanced the cause of liberalism at 
this session of congress had it not 
been for the interjection of the su- 
preme court controversy. Congress 
was getting ready to consider at 
last a broader and more practical 
definition of interstate commerce, 
and while the O'Mahoney bill to 
license corporations may be too 
far reaching, there are desirable 
objectives in it from the viewpoint 
of proper federal regulation of en- 
terprises which 
operate 
across 
•tate lines. It, too, is sidetracked. 
Operation i* Sudden. 


What seems to have been over- 
looked is that, even granting the 
premise that capitalism must be 
modified, the existence of a sys- 
tem that haa taken root in cen- 
turies of time and habit makes it 
difficult to change by a sudden 
surgical operation the very arteries 
of its body. 


Nor is the answer to be found 
in a. large number of amendments 
to the federal constitution. There 
are plenty of liberal laws that can 
be written within the constitution, 
and laws that would be upheld by 
the present supreme court. The 
ingenuity of the draftsmen has by 
no means been 
exhausted by a 
single attempt in each field; also 
the new deal has a better knowl- 
edge of tho points in its own pro- 
gram than it had four years ago. 


All government is a process ot 
gradual adjustment of viewpoints, 
but the breakup thru the court 
fight of an era of 
good 
feeling 
•uch us began with the lam rlev - 
tion has impeded the processes of 
adjustment. In that respect, the 
•upreme 
court 
controversy ha« 


done 
much 
harm, 
tho 
to 
he 
sure. !n awakening an interest in 
the meaning of the constitution 
and the method of itfl interpreta- 
tion, tangible benefits to the o«usr 
of constitutional government may 
be foreseen irrenpfctive of the out- 
come of the pr**«nt effort to in- 
crease the six* of the supreme 
court.

Nebraska, home 


grown seed of a known origin, 
or verified seed. 


Checking of seed supplies used 


by farmers in determining whether 
they are adapted or not is causing 
some concern. P. H. Stewart, ex- 
tension agronomist at the college, 
invited all Nebraska seedsmen and 
others interested to attend 
the

way during the morning in the 
plant industry building.

judicial, they should be placed in 
the

judges. 


Making them non-political would 
insure continuity in office of men 
who had made good as members 
of the commission and its staff. 
He said he had not included them 
in his short ballot bill because 
their duties do not fit them into 
the cabinet idea of government 
which is the 
foundation of the 
short ballot reform. 


It was discovered that in "pick- 


ing up" portions of the statutes 
amended the party circle was in- 
cluded and it was necessary to at- 
tach several amendments to the 
original bill to make certain it 
was not revived for other offices. 


An Example Is Set. 


In support of his motion in com- 


mittee of the whole to advance the 
bill, Senator Howard said: 


"Since 1917 we have seen an 


excellent 
example 
with judges, 


school superintendents and uni- 
versity regents elected on the non- 
partisan ballot. No one suggests 
a change. People elected to such 
offices are under no obligations to 
political party 
or 
organization. 


This bill offers to the elector the 
vrilige of voting a preference at 
the primary which now is denied 
him. The primary is really where 
selections are made. 
The voter 


should have every right of choice. 
Under the present system quite 
often the better man is crowded 
out by the opposing party at the 
primary for the purpose of elect- 
ing its own man. There is no rea- 
.son why county officers should be 
under obligations to any 
party 


organization. 
The bill is in the 


direction of better and more effi- 
cient government—a more honest 
administration of 
public affairs. 


Approval of the measure will add 
to the prestige of this first uni- 
cameral legislature." 


He was supported by Senators 


Von Seggern 
and 
Miller, former 
stating that it will clear up some 
objections to the present primary 
system. 


Minor amendments, proposed by 


Howard, were 
accepted. One of 


these provides for payment of fil- 
ing fee of one dollar by township 
and precinct candidates in order 
to get their names on the ballot. 


Senator Schultz

He was joined by 


William Worthing, Tracy Frost. 
John Comstock and Charles A. 
Dafoe. committee chairman. 
The 


opposition 
consisted

Jonnson, Harry E. Gantz. Robert 
Armstrong 
and Amos Thomas, 


last named two of the introductory 
list. 
Of the five voting to kill, 


four are democrats, Comstock be- 
ing the only republican. 
Of the 


four resisting this action. Senator 
Gantz alone affiliates with 
the 


democratic party. 
The bill provides that, begin- 


ning with 1938, each political party 
shall hold ' biennially a delegate 
primary state convention preced- 
ing the statewide primaries, dele- 
gates to be selected at pre-primary 
conventions to be held in the coun- 
ties, the convention to make en- 
dorsement for all party state and 
national offices, the person receiv- 
ing highest convention vote to be 
No. 1 candidate and person receiv- 
ing second highest vote to be sec- 
ond choice, provided each receives 
35 percent of the convention vote. 
It also provides for pre-primary 
county conventions for endorsing 
candidates for county office and 
for congressional conventions. It 
does not apply to candidates on the 
non-political ballot nor to candi- 
dates who desire to become dele- 
gates to national conventions. 


Female Labor. 


The committee on labor and 


public welfare, maintaining its rec- 
ord to date of failure to kill or re- 
port a bill, spent its afternoon on 
bill 
9-1, 
cutting the 
maximum 


hours of female labor from a nine 
hour day and 54 hour week to 
eight hours and 48 hours, and on 
bill 197, providing that all em- 
ployes of state institutions 
be 


limited to eight hours a day or 48 
hours a week. 
The present law provides that 
in cities of the metropolitan and 
first class, the limit shall be nine 
hours a day and 54 hours a week. 
The measure, as introduced, would 
apply the new schedule thruout 
the state as to employment in 
manufacturing, 
mechanical 
or 


mercantile establishments, 
laun- 


dries, hotels, restaurants, offices 
or public service corporations. 
In accord with former request 


from the committee, C. W. Eu- 
bank, member of the state board 
of control, presented figures on 
additional expense of 
operating 
state institutions if work hours are 
shortened. His chart covering 10 
hour, 9 hour and 8 hour basis. He 
does not include the 129 employes 
of the penitentiary and reforma- 
tory except under the 9 and 8 hour 
schedules since the budget sub- 
mitted to the appropriations com- 
mittee contemplates reducing them 
from 12 to 10 hours. 


In no instance does he include 


superintendents, their assistants, 
institutional doctors, dentists, mat- 
rons, stewards, engineers, farmers 
and farm help. 


There are now 1,222 employes, 


excluding the above, in the several 
institutions, not including peniten- 
tiary and reformatory. Under the 
12 hour day the budget calls for 
$2,023,397.94. On 10 hour basis, he 
reckons the cost at $2,467,209.36, 
an increase of $443,811.42; on 9 
hour basis, 52,762,889.03, increase 
of $739,491.09: on 8 hour basis, 
$3,158,951.69. increase of $1,135,- 
553.75. Number of employes jump- 
ing; from 1.222 to 1,378 under 10 
hour schedule, to 1,482 under 9 
hour and to 1,612 under 8 hour 
basis. These figures include addi- 
tional outlay for housing-; $156,000 
under 10 hour, $260,000 under 9 
hour and $390,000 under 8 hour.

For Civil Service. 


The judiciary committee, by a 


7 to 2 vote, sent to general file a 
bill to establish a civil service sys- 
tem in the Omaha police depart- 
ment. Senator Thomas and Sena- 
tor Armstrong opposed the meas- 
ure. 


University of Nebraska officials 


told the appropriations committee 
they "must have at least $230,000" 
additional appropriation the next 
two years to operate the institu- 
tion because of an anticipated res- 
ident enrolment increase. 


Chancelolr Burnett said the uni- 
versity was forced to dip into the 
reserve fund for $115,000 the last 
year to compensate 34 additional 
instructors and to handle increased 
maintenance due to a 17 percent 
boost in student population. The 
6,546 resident students represent 
the largest enrolment In history, 
ae said. 


The institution originally asked 


$876,420 over the last biennial tax 
fund appropriation of $3,425,680, 
which was the same amount rec- 
ommended by Governor Cochran 
for the next two years. In response 
to Chairman Brady's query as to 
what they could "get along with 
in case the committee sees fit to 
make a raise," the chancellor and 
L. E. Gunderson, finance secretary, 
agreed the $230.000 would "carry 
us thru." 


The original intention, the offi- 
cials said, was to place the institu- 
tion on the same financial basis as 
in 1931. That would have given 
substantial increases for supplies, 
expenses, and general upkeep of 
the buildings. 


Included in the $230,000 needed 


the biennium, they said, would be 
adjustments 
of salaries 
in the 


lower brackets of the faculty, the 
assistant Instructors and instruc- 
tors, whose average annual sala- 
ries now are $1,219 and $1,725 re- 
spectively. 


"No increased salaries would be 


given the full professors and the

TARTING out to write the story of 
an automobile that is completely 


new from front bumper to stream- 
lined tail light is like launching a 
history of automotive engineering. 


Every fender, valve or brake, every 
graceful contour is a story in itself, 
and behind each story is another tale 
of engineering achievement. 


So it is with the new Buick for 1937. 
I find myself tempted to discourse in 
detail upon each impressive feature. All of them play im- 
portant parts in the making of a modern motor car. All 
have important bearing on its performance, beauty and 
comfort. Space limitations, however, make it necessary 
to confine this report to a brief description of the car's 
performance and a few of its more important new features. 


Test on Raceway 


The model selected for the test trip was a two-door series 
60 Century sedan.This is the "medium" car of the Buick line 
for 1937, the others being the 40 series, which is slightly 
smaller, and the 80 and 90 aeries, both of which are larger. 


The Century series has a wheelbase of 126 inches and 
is powered by a 130-horsepower, valve-in-head Buick 
straight-eight engine. 


Our proving ground was the famous Roosevelt Raceway, 
built on the old Roosevelt Field at Westbury, L. I. Here 
the world's finest racing drivers recently found the four- 
mile course a stiff test for even the specially built racing 
cars. The new Buick 60 was strictly "on the spot" on this 
tortuous road-racing course. 


With my associate, Dave Preston, holding the stop watch, 
I "gave her the gun" on the all-too-brief three-quarter 
mile straightaway. Those 130 mechanical horses under 
the hood did the trick in no uncertain terms, reaching 40 
miles an hour in eight seconds from a standing start, 60 in 
second gear in 16*2 seconds and 80 in high gear in 32/4 
seconds. Probably an expert could do better, but I found 
all the get-away, pickup and speed I could use, with some- 
thing to spare. 


In Pouring Rain 


Incidentally, these tests were made in a pouring rain, with 
the track in such condition that certain portions of it could 
not be used at all. The surface is built for racing, not for 
touring, and the bumps are plentiful. 


The next test was made on the curves. We tried one 
gingerly at 30 miles an hour. That was all right, so we 
tried 40, then 45 and 50. In each case the new Buick stabi- 
lizers held the car on an even keel and the turns were

Rounding a sharp turn ff^

tag rain and a slippery track 


made easily. The 
car held the inside 
lane perfectly and 
could have taken the curves faster if desired. 


Top speed on the straightaway was 86 miles an hour.* 


Preston drove the car back to New York and found, 
as I had, that it was difficult to realize when he had 
reached the legal speed limit of 40 miles an hour on the 
Grand Cent-al Parkway. The motor was smooth at all 
speeds and bumps in the road were imperceptible. 


Zooms Over Hill 


The following day we tried the Buick on the long hill 
that rises for over a mile from the old ship canal at 
Rocky Hill, N. J., to the Lincoln Highway. Starting 
-in high gear from a standstill the motor picked up 
smoothly and we went over the top at better than fifty 
miles an hour. 


So much for actual performance during the test trip. 
Between us, Dave Preston and I drove the car more 
than 400 miles and found that it answered e\ ery demand.

Horsepower has been increased over last > ear. Appearance 
has been improved by making the car lower and blending 
all lines. Steering has been simplified and the choke has 
been made completely automatic and non-flooding at the 
same time. 


Aerobat is New 


An entirely new kind of carburetor is employed. Actually 
it is two carburetors built into one unit. Buick engineers 
have named it the "acrobat," because it follows the prin- 
ciples used in carburetors built for stunt airplanes. It sup- 
plies an even, steady flow of fuel to the motor, no matter 
what position the car is in. 
The new automatic starter is connected with the accelerator 
pedal, but there is also a starter connection with the hand 
throttle, so that the car may be started when the car is on 
• hill and both feet are on the clutch and brake pedals. 


Factors in Ride 


Roominess is an outstanding feature of the new Sixty. 
There is more room inside, as well as out, and the luggage 


space has been increased. An inter- 
esting feature is a little tool well in 
the rear luggage compartment, set out 
of the way so that it does not inter- 
fere with removal of the spare tire. 


Most safety questions are answered 
by the new "unisteel" body con- 
struction emplo>ed on both the 
Forty and Sixty series for Buicks 
for 1937. A stronger "I" beam cross- 
member has been added to the frame 
to increase rigidity. 


The entire chassis has been sealed 
from the fan to the rear wheels, 
keeping out dust, dirt and water. 


The Buick "gliding ride," emphasized 
in the 193& iiiodels. has been siill fur- 
ther improved in the naw car, Knee- 


Action front wheels, torque- 
tube drive,balanced weight 
and new ride stabilizers, 
both front and rear, all con- 
tribute to the smoothness 
with which the csr covers 
all roads regardless of sur- 
face.

HARDLY a day passe* without 


somebody asking or writing m« 
about dandruff. 
What is it, and 


why is it? 
These questions my 


readers repeatedly ask. 


Dandruff, or "aeborrhea derma- 


titis", as it is known to the doctor, 
is the symptom of a chronic dis- 
ease of the scalp. It leads to ex- 
cessive formation of whitish flakes. 
Some persons seem extremely sus- 
ceptible to this condition, whil* 
others escape it. 


Though the actual cause of this 


scalp condition is not definitely 
known, it is believed by some to 
be due to a germ, a member of 
that class of bacteria too small to 
be seen by the powerful micro- 
scope. 
The term "filterable virus1' 


is sometimes 
applied to these 
germs because they will pas* 
through a filter just as water does. 


Other Theories 


On the other hand, some doctors 


believe that dandruff is not due to 
a germ, but is caused by a consti- 
tutional disorder. 
Still others be- 


lieve that it is, in reality, the re- 
sult of faulty hygiene and lack of 
care of the scalp. 


Regardless of what may be the 


cause, relief can only be offered by 
following certain simple rules of 
hygiene. 
It is necessary to im- 


prove the general health by an 
adequate and varied diet. 
It is 


important to obtain an abundance 
of fresh air and sunshine. 


The scalp should be kept clean 


and free from the unsightly scales 
of dandruff. 
This is best accom- 


plished by frequent shampooing: 
with a mild but cleansing soap. 
The scalp should be massaged with 
the finger tips or by the gentle use 
of a small bristle brush. Massage 
improves the circulation of the 
scalp and renders it more resistant 
to such .disturbances as dandruff. 


Dandruff can often be traced to 


the use of the common hair comb, 
brush or towels. 
Never use a 


comb or brush that does not belong- 
to you, unless it has been thorough- 
ly sterilized and cleansed. Since it 
is believed by many that dandruff 
can easily be passed from one per- 
son to another, guard against it 
by taking the necessary precau- 
tions.

As soon as monev 


got into the hands of those men 
who put it out of circulation, it 
should have been taxed immed- 
iately. 
Flynn turned from this subject

pointed out that it is the entire 
corporation syste rnthat is at fault, 
not just the monopoly corporations 
against which politicians have been 
talking for years 
Under the guid- 


ance of corporation lawyers, Flynn 
declared, the system has developed 
until it can "evade any law we 
can pass" He spoke strongly for 
a change in the constitution that 
would allow federal control of cor- 
poration machines 


Not Against Corporations. 


Flynn declared that he is not 


against corporations, so long as 
they remain a useful instrument 
of industry 
"I think the corpora- 


tion system should be preserved,' 
he said, 'as a useful instrument of 
society" He declared that the 
country need not necessarily turn 
to communism 
or 
fascism 
but 


that "the other alternative is to 
make our democratic system work 
We have to make our economic 
system work. The system doesn t 
work now, except for a few at the 
top, and it will not work for the 
great mass of people until we 
tackle fundamentals and look the 
facts squarely in the face '
